The question of retaining the 
mandatory physical education 
requirement for an A.A. degree 
is not easily answered. At its 


March 8 meeting, the RSCCD - 


Board of Trustees wrestled with 
this problem and_ divergent 
opinions quickly surfaced. 
Currently, to receive an A.A. 
degree a student must first 


complete three units of physical 


education. Chairperson Carol 
Enos was the lone advocate of 
this requirement.

Next semester’s schedule may 
be a gradual progression toward 
the one now applied by the state 
university system, noted various 
members of the administration, 
faculty and student body. 

“It’s not approved by the 
Board (of Trustees) yet, but | 
have a feeling it will be,’’ said 
Henry Waibel, president of the 
Faculty Association. 

The new plan consists of 
classes beginning the day after 
Labor Day (Sept. 7) and ending 
on June 7. which means the 
'76-'77 school year will be one 
day shorter than this year. 

“That's mainly because of the 
way the calendar year runs,”’ 
said Dr. Harold Bateman, dean 
of Admissions and Records. ‘‘If 
we stayed with the system we 
have now, students would be 
getting out of school a week 
later in June.” 

Lanny Busher, ASB president 
at the time the proposal. was 
initiated, took an_ informal 
survey of the student body and 
found they approved of the new 
schedule. But he also found they

The outdoor noon concerts have been a part of SAC’s routine for 
years, long before most current students set foot on this campus. 

But as each session rolls around only 200-300 people -- a small 
percentage of SAC’s enrollment -- show up to listen. 

Despite this, Don McCain, director of Student Activities, thinks 
the turnouts are basically good. ‘‘! feel we’ve had a positive 
response,” he said. ‘‘We’ve had success with them.” 

According to McCain, a series of night-time mini-concerts are also 
in the process of being arranged. These will be held in Phillips Hall 
and will require charging students who attend. 

“No matter what kind of program you set up, you have to be 
flexible enough,” he said, referring to the possibilities of students 
rejecting the mini-concerts. ‘‘We'll look to see if it works out,” he 
said, adding that ‘ticket costs would be minimal.” 

Last semester’s problems of noise disrupting classes at noontime 
seems to have come to a standstill. 

“1 met with the division deans and we were able to negotiate for 
the least amount of disruption,” he stated. ‘‘We cut back on the 
number of concerts and rotated their times and days. 

“Division deans in part and instructors in general are supportive of 
it,” he went on to say. 

Ceresa Rothery, a secretarial instructor who teaches in the 
building located just across from the amphitheater concert site, is 
able to hear the music, ‘particularly when it’s warm and the door is 
open.” 

But it doesn’t seem to put a strain on either her or her students, 
“I think it’s great,” she noted, “It doesn’t bother us a bit.” 

It is the sociable students who stick around campus on Friday 
afternoons to listen to the music. 

“1 usually just stay an hour,” Marlene Vincent, Liberal Arts 
major, said. ‘Everybody just drops by,” she mentioned. 

Kevin Vasquez, Ethnic Studies major and member of the Dons 
football team, ventures out to all the noon concerts. ‘Some of them 
are pretty good,” he claims, ‘‘What made the last one good was that 
everyone was really into it.” 

To ask each and every student about the concerts is virtually 
impossible, but, as mentioned before, many people on campus 
appear to be less interested. 

Lucy Carr-Rollitt, a first semester student, said she might “stay 
and check one out, but I’m only here till 11 a.m. and | have other 
things to do,”’.

These are held every Wednesday at 2 p.m. in the Senate 
Chambers.

the most gross misuses of the

He criticized the press as not 


having learned the lesson of 
Watergate. The First 
Admendment charged the press 
with the responsibility to print 
the facts of the case much 
sooner than it did, the cartoonist 
said. 

The political cartoonist feels 
that there is another malady 
affecting this country and that is 
“nobody is responsible for 
anything.” He cited examples 
such as the oil companies 
reaping exorbitant profits during 
the energy crisis, the CIA 
falsifying it’s own estimates of 
Viet-cong troops because the 
truth might cast doubt on 
so-called US: battlefield 
successes and the president’s 
aides saying that they were only 
following orders, the same 
reason given for the My Lai 
massacre. 

“But no one is responsible,” 
said Conrad. ‘But only by fixing 
responsibility can we determine 
what happened and take steps to 
deal with the problem and 
hopefully not have to go 
through the same ordeal again 
10 or 15 years from today.”’ 

He is a member of the press 
and puts his thoughts daily into 
a cartoon. “Our long national 
nightmare is over . . . or is it,” 
asks Conrad? 

‘What. ever became of the 
watchman? If the men at the top 
haven’t the moral integrity to 
accept responsibility, who will? 
One | know will. In fact, the 
individual, another watchman. 
An editorial cartoon will be in 
tomorrow's Los Angeles Times, 
signed by Conrad.” 


Schmitz’ switch termed 


a ‘brilliant’ chance to win

SAC’s_ resident politico, John Schmitz, 
announced last week that he has dropped out of 
the U.S. Senate race and filed for the 40th 
Congressional District election in a bid to regain 
his seat in the House. 

“| got tired of running all over the country 
explaining why I’m not running for Congress,” 
explained the Republican candidate. 

“| was a one to 10 shot in the Senate race and | 
have a better than 50-50 chance in_ the 
Congressional race,” Schmitz declared, adding, 
““Y ou don’t pass that up.” 

Backing up those odds the SAC political science 
instructor cited two professional polls taken in 
1973 and 1974. Both showed him with 39 percent 
of the Republican vote in the district. 

Schmitz called the percentage ‘’a true indicator 
of my strength’’and pointed out that the polls were 
taken before incumbent Republican Andrew 
Hinshaw was convicted of two felonies and 
sentenced to 14 years in prison. 

Hinshaw, who remains in this year’s race with 
his convictions under appeal, took the 40th 
Congressional seat from Schmitz in the 1972 
election. 

Last Monday, Schmitz attributed his 1972 loss 
to his refusal to express total loyalty to

then-President Nixon and tohisreluctance to 
strictly adhere to Republican Party lines. 

“It seems,” he said, “that the issues on which | 
ran then will now work to my benefit.”

The Schmitz campaign platform stresses the 
integrity of the candidate, is strong on national

76-77 prepared schedule 
fails to achieve objective 


SAC’s proposed calendar for ‘76-'77 was made in order to prepare 
students and administration for an early schedule similar to those 
used in most state universities and colleges. Early scheduling might 
be desirable for SAC since this would eliminate the lame-duck 
session after Christmas if the semester ended in December. However, 
el DON fee/s that the new schedule as proposed has failed in its main 
objective and will cause difficulties for students and instructors. 

The calendar makes no major changes, only a few minor ones. The 
year will be one day shorter and fall semester will begin one week 
earlier. Yet, the calendar has failed in preparing students for an early 
schedule. Fall semester classes will still continue after Christmas; 
thus the new schedule is not new in so far as eliminating the session 
after the holidays. 

The new schedule not only retains the lame-duck session problem 
but also creates a new one. The first week of the fall session is an 
awkward one for students as well as instructors: since classes 
commence the day after Labor Day and then are interruped two 
days later because of California Admissions Day. This three day 
week makes instructional planning difficult and will cause confusion 
for students just beginning classes. 

The administration can not be totally faulted because part of the 
problem lies within state regulations. According to state law, 175 
days of actual instruction is required for junior colleges. Previously 
registration days could be counted as part of the total, but the state 
Attorney General has ruled that these days cannot be counted as 
days of instruction. The new calendar has allowed for this regulation 
which has made community college scheduling awk ward. 

el DON urges the Board of Trustees to analyze the new calendar 
and see its limitations. Hopefully, the trustees will ask the 
administration to provide a plan better suited to meet early 
scheduling needs.

You could almost call these 
terrorist tactics common and 
expected forms of behavior in . 
today’s society. 

Granted, this country could 
still be under British rule if it 
were not for the political 
terrorists that stirred us and 
spurred us into the American 
Revolution. But the brand of 
terror on the market today is 
not quite as selective in choosing 
its targets nor is it content with 
previously accepted means of 
tyranny. 

To be effective, terror must 
go beyond the limits -- surprise 
the unsuspecting -- startle the 
complacent. Victims are no 
longer solely members of the 
wealthy, , the influential or 
politically significant. They are 
innocent people who just 
happen to be in the wrong place 
at the wrong time. 

(Speaking about wrong 
places, did you know that 
statistics show California leading 
the nation in the number of 
bombing incidents? Yes, 25 to 
30 percent of the bombings: in 
the United States take place 
right here. California’s rate is 
also 350 percent greater than the 
next state on the list.) 

Because of the increasing

kidnappings, etc., people are 
seeking ways to _ protect 


themselves against such threats 
to their lives. One approach is to 
lessen one’s notoriety.

touched some highly vulnerable nerve in the 
American public. It has fascinated and repelled 
them.

Political 
violence is not.” ; 

The assassinations of John Kennedy, Malcolm 
X, George Lincoln Rockwell and Dr. Martin 
Luther King were acts of political violence. So 
‘were the bombings of the Weathermen. So were 
the assaults on police by the Black Liberation 
Army. Political violence in the United States, in 
one form or another, is probably as old as the 
Republic itself. 

But until Patricia Hearst, the violence was 
always directed toward individuals or symbols of 
institutes that were perceived as enemies or agents 
of the enemy or a threat to one’s peace or 
security. The kidnap of Patty Hearst marked a 
fundamental change in the nature of political 
violence on this soil. For the first time, an act of 
terrorism was committed against an innocent for 
political purposes. 

Dr. David Abrahamson, a psychoanalyst and 
author of Our Violent Society, believes that 
America is due for a new level of political terror. 

“It is a new development,” he writes, ‘’and | 
think it will grow, because violence is contagious.” 


The American public hopes not. If the Patty 
Hearst case represents this new kind of warfare, 
most people hope the cancer of political terrorism 
is cut out before it spreads. If a Patty Hearst can 
be taken in the night, the threat is real to 
everyone.

Is the ASB card worth what it costs? According to a poll of 50 
SAC students it isn’t. 

Out of the 50 students, 15 owned an ASB card, 35 didn’t. 18 
stated that they would probably buy an ASB card in the fall, while 
32 felt that a lower price and/or more benefits would be required for 
them to purchase one. 

At this time between 30 |percent and 35 percent of the full time 
student body owns ASB cards. By adding more to the agenda it 
should be possible to both increase card sales and worth. 

While over 50 percent: of those questioned stated that they would 
buy the ASB card if the price were lower, many also added that they 
would be willing to pay more, if more were offered for the money. 

DeLoris Son, Nursing major, said she had attended approximately 
half the activities offered -- mostly games and movies. One man had 
used his card once, for the barbeque. Leigh Talliman, Art major, 
stated “‘Used it? You're kidding!’’ Only six out of the 15 people who 
owned an ASB card had used it as often as one time. 

Among suggested activities, 42 percent of the student body 
wanted more concerts, including all types and sizes. Some suggested 
names were “The Who,” “Honk,” ‘Mac Davis’’ and “‘concerts with 
well known people,” Karen Storla reported. 

Student discounts for activities off campus, and not school 
sponsored, ranked second in popularity with 16 percent. Here 
movies were the big thing. 

More dances and games received favor. Movies and plays were 
popular. How about some weekend retreats to get away from the 
study grind and some rallies? 

Car give-aways were not popular for two reasons. One was the 
way it was handled this year, another was stated by George Bunyanh. 
“It seems like they are trying to bribe students to buy an ASB card.” 

Kenneth Anderson, even though he does not own an ASB card, 
felt that “those who support the program are the only ones who 
deserve its benefits (no freeloaders)’. 44 percent of the student 
body agreed with Anderson, while 56 percent stated that everybody 
should be free to enjoy ASB innovations. 

For all those who asked why the ASB card is not a free service to 
students, here is your answer. Total revenue for all ASB activities, 
sponsored events, the research library, etc.,comes from ASB card 
sales. 

The ASB card needs more advertising. Its advantages should be 
brought to the light. ASB benefits include the car give away (which 
is really only for one person). All home and away games can be 
attended at no admission, discounts are offered at all charged ASB 
sponsored activities. 

The Child Development center for those with kids, can be used 
at a discount, auto insurance may cost less, discounts are offered on 
the OCTD Bus. Pass,Dayton’s tires can be bought cheaper, 2-for-1 
coupons are available.
